The Polish 
folktale relates how His’ worried 
Mother fails to sing Him to sleep and 
how, after the animals have been asked 
to help, sooty little Purry-Whiskers 
first licks himself clean, then hops up 
on the manger to purr his kitten lul- 
laby till the Christ-child falls asleep.

She crosses the road with the 
traffic light, passes the lobster store, 
the barber pole and the Organ Man 
and comes to the very store she is 
looking for, where she buys a green 
lollipop to eat on the way home. 


Charushin, E. I. Baby bears; a true 
story; tr. from the Russian by Mar- 
guerita Rudolph; illus. by George 
Korff. Macmillan $1 


When a Russian hunter brings home 
two baby bears in his hat as a surprise 
for his wife, she cares for them lov- 
ingly as they nestle in an old sheep- 
skin coat. But soon the bears are the 
size of small dogs and tip over the soup 
pot, disturb the neighbors and make 
Ivanovna lose patience with their mis- 
chief. So the rascals, as the fresh, 
amusing, true story relates, end as 
tame bears living happily in a zoo. 
Animated sepia drawings enhance the 
text’s Russian atmosphere.

Seven-year-old Jonathan, a pioneer 
boy who lived in Indiana more than 100 
years ago, had many older brothers and 
sisters and he very much wanted to be 
big enough to share in the family activi- 
ties. This understanding, simple tale, 
in large type, tells how Jonathan helps 
with a housewarming; how he makes 
friends with a handsome sea captain; 
how he finds a bee tree all by himself. 
and how, after other exciting adven- 
tures, he is glad to be “little Jonathan ” 
for a while longer.

Sawyer, Ruth. The Christmas Anna 
angel; illus. by Kate Seredy.

It is Christmas time again, after three 
years of war, and there are no cakes 
in the baker’s window. Disappointed 
little Hungarian Anna is sure “ there 
must be some way to think Christmas 
cakes back into Christmas.” As the 
children await Christmas Eve, they re- 
ceive a visit from St Nicholas, make 
new things for the tree and then comes 
Anna’s very own Anna Angel in a 
dream and miraculously bakes the cakes 
in all the shapes the children love. 
Pictures in color and in black and 
white fit perfectly into the satisfying 
story. 


Slobodkin, Louis. The friendly ani- 
mals; illus. by the author. Van- 
guard Press $1.50 

Large crayon drawings, with touches 
of pink or blue, of the turkey and bear, 
the horse and the elephant and other 
friendly creatures, pictured as they 
really are, for little children more ac- 
customed to toy animals. The brief 
text of the oblong book is in bold 
black type. 


Smith, E. B. So long ago; illus. by 
the author. Houghton $2 

A fascinating picture story for chil- 
dren not yet ready for a more scien- 
tific account of the beginnings of 
the animal world and its develop- 
ment through the ages. On opposite 
pages of the quarto are exquisitely col- 
ored dramatic illustrations and explana- 
tory charts in black and white, while 
the accompanying text is in the form of 
chapters, giving essentially accurate 
information. 


Thorne-Thomsen, rs Gudrun. The 
sky bed; illus. by Nedda Walker. 
Scribner $1 

On the day before Christmas the 
twins, Sigrid and Gerda, receive their 
very nicest present — Grandmother’s 
beautiful old four-poster “ skybed,” 
with angels peeping through snowy 
clouds on the wooden ceiling, beneath 
which they slept that midwinter night 
when dreams have a special meaning. 
Bright, full-page water colors by 
Nedda Walker reflect the charm of 
this authentic Norwegian story. 
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Thurber, James. The great Quillow;

Droll, gentle Quillow, the little toy- 
maker, meets regularly with the town 
councilors on Tuesday nights, so of 
course he is present when they gather 
to hear the frightful demands of the 
fearsome giant, Hunder. As each of 
the men labors to fill the giant’s orders 
for sheep, chocolate, apples and leather, 
the imaginative tale relates how the 
wise Quillow keeps the giant amused 
while devising a plan that will rid the 
world of Hunder forever. Whimsical 
illustrations in color, many full-page. 


Webber, Mrs I. E. S. Travelers all; 


the story of how plants go places; 
illus. by the author. Scott $1.25 


Accompanying the short, simple 
paragraphs which give information 
about plants that travel by land, by 
water and by air are brightly colored, 
clear and striking drawings. Among 
the “travelers” are the seeds of pop- 
pies, wild oats, apples, coconuts, toad- 
stools and milkweed. 


Zolotow, Charlotte. The park book; 


illus. by H. A. Rey. Harper $1.75 

The entrancing colored drawings of 
this delectable picture book make a 
typical city park come alive. The ac- 
companying text describes the park’s 
activities from early morning when the 
park cleaner comes with his long 
pointed pole till, at nightfall, the dogs 
are taken for,a walk and finally, the 
park is dark and silent.

Fourteen further adventures of irre- 
pressible, lovable Caddie Woodlawn 
and her family in pioneer Wisconsin 
in the 1860’s. The spirited stories tell, 
among other true and interesting inci- 
dents, how Caddie and her brothers 
discover “ magical melons” in the hay, 
how Caddie cares for a sick ewe anda 
baby lamb and saves a small boy from 
drowning by quick thinking and a will- 
ingness to risk her life for others.

Because 
he is so curious, Monkey jumps right 
through the waterfall and discovers a 
magic land where he learns to perform 
strange feats, obtains a Magic Wand 
with which to conquer the Demon of 
Havoc and so become Monkey King.

“Sick of sisters,” Trudy Davis, the

In entertaining episodes this 
“peppery ” but lovable child plans mis- 
chief or escapes the consequences of it 
in her wonderful Tree House, always 
managing, however, to be on hand for 
such gay family adventures as an 
Indian picnic and a moonlight hunt for 
buried treasure.

After his father is hurt in an acci- 
dent, the bright-faced, sturdy, Aleut 
boy, Ivan Baranof, works as a sealer 
on the Pribilof islands, makes friends 
with the white superintendent’s son 
and helps ward off a treacherous Jap- 
anese raider attack on the rookeries. 
A good story with interesting informa- 
tion about the Alaska seal industry.

Dobbs, Rose. No room; an old story

When hard times come, a selfish old 
peasant, living with his wife in the 
smallest hut in the world, refuses to 
share his home with his daughter and 
her family. His good-hearted wife, 
however, urges him to consult the Wise 
Man whom no one dares disobey. How 
the Wise Man cures the complaining 
old man of his selfishness is related in 
a merry version of an old folk tale, 
full of hilarious pen and ink drawings. 


Dunlop, A. M. R. (Elisabeth Kyle, 


pseud.) Disappearing island; illus. 
by Marjorie Quennell. Houghton $2 

Two English children’s summer holi- 
day in Scotland described with just the 
right touch of mystery. The excellent 
story is full of the magic of camping 
on islands deserted except for seals and 
gulls and of a great adventure on the 
island “that’s no’ there at a’.” Lively 
and authentic line drawings complement 
the text. 


Eaton, A. T., ed. The animals’ Christ- 


mas; poems, carols and_ stories; 
illus. by Valenti Angelo. Viking 
Press $2 

A choice selection of legends, poems 
and carols, linking the animals and 
birds to the Christmas story and the 
Christmas season. Not only the charm- 
ing text but the lovely drawings as 





well “ Sing Joy of the creatures, Come 
Christmas the morn.” 


Enright, Elizabeth. Then there were 
five; illus. by the author. Farrar $2 
One. adventure follows another when 
the four motherless, companionable 
Melendys, ranging in age up to 15, 
spend the summer at their country 
place, while Father and Cuffy, their 
benevolent housekeeper, are away. 
Rush and Randy conduct a scrap drive 
and make friends with Mark Herron, 
a badly treated orphan; Mona tries 
her hand at cooking and everyone 
pitches in to make a success of a Red 
Cross benefit. Best of all, fine, dependa- 
ble Mark becomes a legally adopted 
member of the Melendy family.

With an interesting photograph on 
one page and rhythmic text on the 
other, this inviting book leads the 
reader to an understanding of “ what 
the land is like and how it changes, as 
well as what happens when people live 
upon it and use it.”

An instructor in biblical literature 
and religion at Oberlin College de- 
scribes simply and sympathetically “ the 
ways of worship which are usual among 
the majority of Jews, Catholics and 
Protestants —the traditional ways in 
which they worship the one God.” 
Helpful in bringing home to the child 
the spirit of religious tolerance and 
understanding, and useful as a guide 
to parents and teachers. One hundred 
thirty-six beautiful full-page photo- 
graphs, many with captions. Index. 





Gaer, Joseph. Everybody's weather.

Excellent full-page photographs il- 
lustrate this well-printed quarto which 
gives scientific information about the 
weather in fascinating, popular style. 
It stresses the importance of weather 
to various occupations and amusements, 
explains weather signs and manifesta- 
tions and the work of the United States 
Weather Bureau in forecasting and 
warning.
